THK ASSEMBLY FIGHT. 


A fair sample of the menner in which the 
public pusiness of the Territories is conduct- 
ed under the present management and of 
the tactics pursued in the house by the 
advisers of the executive is furnished by the 
Cullen affair. During the session of 1889 one 
©. KE. Cullen, a resident of South QuAppelle, 
appeared before the immigration committee 
and represented that he had already per- 
formed valuabie services to the Territories 
in having induced the settlement of a colony 
of Germans, who had been living in Rouman- 
ia, in the mouth Qu’Appelle district. He also 
represented that he was versed ip the langu- 
ages and customs of several of the people 
Continental Europe; that private — busi- 
ness connected with the the heirship of some 
property was calling him to Great Britain 
and perhaps the continent shortly, and that 
if he was paid a matter of #5 a day towards 
his expenses he would be glad to expend a 
a large part of his time and all bis very great 
abilities in securing an influx of desirable 
settlers into the Nurthwest, The committee 
looked favorably on the proposition and 
recommended Mr, Cullen's employment on 
the proposed terms for a seort period as 
agent to Great Britain only, considering that 
continental Europe was too far a field for 
the resources of the Territories to bandle. 
Succeeding circuinstances placed the control 
of the executive in the hands of the lieuten 
ant governor’s irresponsible advisors, a state 
of a affairs that was no. contemplated when 
the recommendation was made, and under 
which consequently no responsibility could 
properly be laid upon the committee. How- 
ever, in February last the executive engaged 
Cullen for a four vronths term to visit Eng- 
land, agreed to pay him $5 aday towards 
expenses half down and half when he was 
ready to return with his) immiorants and 
secured him passes to Liverpool as well, 
Immediately on arrival at Liverpool he wrote 
for the remainder of the 3600 coming to him 
on his four months agreement and it was 
sent to him, Shortly after réceiving his 
money he transferred himself from London 
to Hamburg frou which place he wrote that 
be had seen several families of Germans off 
for New Toulcha, Assiniboia,—the inference 
being that he had directed then: there—and 
asked fev a new engagement of four months

The lengthening of the 
debrte gave the opportunity to the member 
for South Q’Appelle to visit the Germans in 
question who were settled in his constituency 
and who gave him affidavits that they had 
not come on Culleu’s recommendation and 
indeed had never heard of the man while in 
Europe. These affidavits showed the utter 
uselessness of attempting further to make 
out acase for Cullen or for the executive 
exploying him and «fter holding the house 
from other business for four days and still 
protesting thatCullen wasa maligned man who 
no doubt was still working in the interests of 
Territories while abuse was being hevped 
upon himin Regina, the advisers left the 
house and allowed the censure to pass with- 
out recording their votes against it. The 
very next morning a member of the majority

a large amount of expense for printing in the 
carrying on of the Territorial government | 
need not be enlatyed upon. At the same | 
time it is a branch of the public service that 
has not an adequate usefulness beyond a 
certain point. Also that the requirements of | 
the service at large demand that each branch — 
shall be administered econonomically. This 
applies to the public printing with as great 
force asto anypart ofthe service. If it 
were desired to guard the public interests by 
guarding the public treasury, the printing 
like every other expensive work, would be 
let by tender, This was what was attempted 
to be done by the responsible advisory coun- 
cil of 1888, and the fact that the lieutenant- 
governor failed to carry out the recommend- 
ations of his then council in that behalf 
was one of the chief causes for their resiyna- 
tion. Since then, until about the opening 
of the recent session of the assembly, the 
Regina Leader has done all the the govern- 
ment work at prices arranged without cow- 
petition, and of course has given the govern- 
ment in return a very hearty and loyal sup- 
port. When the assembly was about to meet 
at its late session the circumstances were 
felt to be so peculiar that a more widespread 
support than Leader could give unaided was 
thought desirable. The Calyary Herald was 
therefore given a share of che work also at 
private prices, and in order that this division 
of labor should not affect the enthusiasm of 
the Leader the amount of work was swollen 
to nearly if not qnite double its former 
volume.
